SEALED ORDERS 




What The Military Dictator Didn't Know Was 
That Sealed Orders Can Take You 



To The End 

SPACE ship Number 1 of the Chang-su 
Military District had taken off silently, 
at midnight, sailing under sealed or- 
ders, and carrying, although unknown to its 
crew, the most hated commander of the Near 
Eastern Republic, General Nero Ling-sa. 

At an earlier date Ling-sa had been a popu- 
lar hero, who had worked and fought in the 
interest of the people he represented.
